Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) The invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Azima et al. (U. 
S.Pat. -6,151,402). 

Regarding claim 4, Azima et al. disclose an electroacoustic transducer (Fig. 3), 
comprising: a yoke part (92) and having an metalized outer mantle surface; an annular housing 
component (14, 90) separate from the yoke part and having an metallized inner mantle surface; 
radially magnetized magnet plates (14-15) arranged between the metallized inner mantle surfaces 
and the metallized outer mantle surface; and a diaphragm (22) connected to the housing 
component and having an oscillation coil (16) configured to interact with the magnet plates as 
claimed. 
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Regarding claim 5, Azima et al. further disclose the electroacoustic transducer, wherein 
the yoke part has at least one radial projection (95) and at least a part of surface of the radial 
projection is provided with a metal coating as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Azima et al. (U. S. 
Pat. -6,151,402). 

Regarding claim 6, Azima et al. do not clearly teach that the housing component has an 
outer diameter of 15 mm or less as claimed. Since Azima et al. do not specially restrict the 
utilization of the bending wave actuator, and providing a suitable configuration for the actuator is 
very well known in the art, it therefore would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the 
time the invention was made to be motivated to suitably configure the transducer to a smaller 
size, such as less than 10 mm, as an alternate choice, in order to utilize the transducer in certain 
application, such as a mobile telephone.
